With the end

Centennial- 
Fair it is but natural that thought be 
given to many of the things in con­ 
nection with the event and to the ef­ 
forts of the men that made the cele­ 
bration here a possibility. Those con­ 
cerned in originating and carrying the 
plans to full fruition were many and it 
would be impossible to single out and 
give them full credit. All that is pos­
